WHAT the

Rubber Brings 
A New Verb 


SWINGING INTO EVERYDAY USAGE 
Sn American speech along with synthetic 
rubber are several new words. One of them 
is a strange verb copolymerize 
What It means is shown by following the 
prove' * of making rubber In the new gov­ 
ernment plant in West Virginia which was 
built at a cost of $58000,000 and which will 
have a peak capacity of 90 000 tons of rub­ 


ber a year. 
That is as much rubber as 
could be supplied by 90,000 men working in 
an orchard” of 24,000 000 rubber trees. The 
West Virginia plant is operated by 1.250 
men. 
There are three units to this plant, all 
of which have been placed in operation. 
The first unit receives alcohol in tank cars 
from Kentucky distilleries and converts it 
into butadiene. 
The second unit receives 
ethylene from a nearby oil refinery and 
converts It Into styrene. 
The third unit 
receives a mixture of three parts butadiene 
and one part styrene with seven parts of 
soapy water to form a milky liquid latex. 
Small droplets of butadiene and styrene 
are formed. 
Under heat and with the addition of a 
catalyst the drople; 
are stirred in glass- 
lined pressure vessels until they copoly­ 
merize * change; Into solid rubber-like par­ 
ticles of Buna S 
At this point unreacted 
butadiene and styrene are boiled off the 
latex and recovered for reuse 
The latex. 
which Is still In milky liquid form, is then 
pumped Into a blending tank and mixed 
with other batches for the sake of uni­ 
formity. 
Next, the rubber particles are brought 
together by adding salt and acid, causing 
coagulation. 
Curds formed by this process 
are screened and washed free of the other 
Ingredients in the latex and submitted to 
a drying process consisting of squeezing to 
remove remaining water and them forcing 
through a warm air dryer, 
The finished product—synthetic rubber 
- is then pressed into seventy-five pound 
bales.

At about the same time Senator Barkley 
was speaking, report came from Washing­ 
ton that a movement was under way to 
have another over-all food czar and to 
have Congress provide for a billion and a 
half to two billions more for food subsidies. 
President Roosevelt is reported ax frowning 
upon the former proposal but as being hell­ 
bent for the latter. 
Proposal of the creation of still an­ 
other super agency for food regulation is 
tactic admission that not all is well in that 
field despite the recent creation of a super 
agency In kind with a food administrator 
In charge. 
The subsidy plan merely adds 
to the total indebtedness by putting money 
Into consumers’ pockets only by taking it 
out of another pocket through taxation. 
The distressing phase of this with re­ 
gard to the debt situation is that senseless 
squandering Is continuing without abate­ 
ment and the debt is thus unduly increased 
despite the reminders that are so infre­ 
quently made such as that by Senator 
Barkley.

Not Impossible 


True asking whether and how Mr. 
Byrnes and WM can 
succeed, 
is 
like asking a new pitcher to win a 
baseball game after the fourth in­ 
ning, and after the visiting team 
has scored 
several runs, chiefly 
through errors by the home team. 
But this has been done In baseball 
—and there are men of careful Judg­ 
ment who think it can be done in 
the present case. In every case 
where success is won in spite of un­ 
favorable conditions, a helpful fac­ 
tor Is support by the crowd in the 
bleachers—in this case the public. 
The score, the index of results, Is 
in this ca.*# inflation—restraining 
inflation will be the measure of the 
sum of the many activities Mr. 
Byrnes is to control. The factors en­ 
tering into it include wages and 
prices of goods, especially food They 
include also a factor just now to the 
front, taxation. 


More Taxes Necessary 


If inflation is to be kept down. 
the government must collect more 
taxes. As to this, all the commotion 
of the past three months has been, 
not about quantity of taxes, but 
only about the method of paying 
and collecting them, about "pav-as- 
you-earn.” the rates of taxation te­ 
rne in what they were. With the con­ 
troversy about method of payment 
now out of the way. President Roose­ 
velt announces, and everybody as­ 
sents, that steps must be taken to 
to increase the amount of taxes col­ 
lected 
The 
increase 
must 
be 
brought about in two ways, increase 
of existing rates, and new forms of 
taxation. 
Here is where Mr. Byrnes can be 
of help. While Congress knows that 
ther must be heavier taxation, and 
the administration knows, both are 
reluctant to take the Initiative. It 
is not so much a case of passing the 
buck, as of each waiting for the 
other to pick up th* buck and toss 
it. Both are reluctant not only to 
take the initiative in raising rates, 
but to be the first to propose new 
forms of taxation. There is wide­ 
spread (though not universal) belief 
that either or both of two new form* 
are desirable, forced saving and a 
sales tax. 


President Reluctant 


As to forced saving. Mr Roo^veit 
.some days ago made a remark at a 
press conference which suggested 
that he favored it At subsequent 
press conference he modified this 
impression. The incident is typical. 
not only of persons within the ad­ 
ministration but of leaders In Con­ 
gress a reluctance to take the ini­ 
tiative. As to a sales tax, it is the 
same as balancing of intrinsic de­ 
sirably against political unpopu­ 
larity.

Shortage of seed potatoes may 
make it desirable to use this sea­ 
son s spring-grown seed for plant­ 
ing the late crop, says Dr R. A. 
Jehle. state plant pathologist. Al­ 
though this has not yet become an 
established practice, he states, it 
may be expedient this year, espe­ 
cially with certain varieties. 
Dr 
Jehie explains that most potatoes 
will not sprout for some time after 
they are dug, the “rest period'’ 
varying 
with 
different • varieties. 
Many attempts have been made to 
shorten this rest period, he states, 
but none of them have yet been 
sufficiently 
practical 
to 
warrant 
general adoption. 
A treatment 
with sodium thiocyanate has proved 
practical in Maryland for certain 
seedlings and varieties, 
but the 
Irish Cobbler, the only early variety 
grown extensively, has not respond­ 
ed very successfully to the treat­ 
ment.

ally has the faint­ 
est idea of the I 
huge responsibil­ 
ity 
involved 
in' 
that decision. 
For one thing. 
if the air strategists have their 
way, invasion of continental Europe 
may be delayed indefinitely. The 
theory is that continental Europe 
isnt ready yet for the invading 
force and that much more air 
bombing must be undertaken be­ 
fore it will be safe for the in­ 
vading forces to land. 
This means perhaps what has 
often been termed a “slow'’ war 
It assumes that Germany cannot 
prepare an adequate defense, that 
her productive mechanism will be 
greatly impaired and that event­ 
ually her defenses and forth will be 
destroyed before an invading army 
is landed. 


There isn't anybody in Wash­ 
ington who doesn t wish that stra­ 
tegy to be successful. Everyone Is 
hoping the air men may be right. 
It is not evidence of disparagement 
of the air force technique when 
skeptical comments are directed to 
advocates of all-out air bombing 


Ftiur Big Question* 


The first question winch the air 
enthusiasts have not answered re­ 
lates to the long delay before sub­ 
marine bases were bombed. Had the 
air force selected those targets first, 
would the losses by submarines In 
the Atlantic have been as great 
as they have been? 


The second question often asked 
is why so big a part of the magnifi­ 
cent British navy is tied up waiting 
and watching for the battleship 
Von Tirpitz and the cruisers Gnei- 
aenau and Scharnhorst to emerge 
from 
Norwegian 
harbors. 
These 
hiding places are visible from the 
air and. as for bombing distance, 
it is not greater than that which 
has been traversed in raids on Italy. 
Why have these German warships 
not been bombed out of commis­ 
sion? 


Tile third question relates to our 
situation in the Solomons. 
More 
than 250 raids have been launched 
by air on Munda, which contains 
a Japanese airfield, only about 150 
miles or so from Henderson field 
in Guadalcanal. 
Only yesterday, 
an official navy communique says, 
the Japanese bombed our troops at 
Guadalcanal They could only have 
done it from near-by airfields such 
as Munda. Yet air power has not 
been able to capture Munda. 
The fourth question relates to 
Rabaul—a very Important Japanese 
sir base Our airmen have bombed 
it many times but it is still func­ 
tioning. 


Raids Numerous 


The answer with respect to the 
South Pacific may 
be that the 
United States does not have auffl- 
cient air power to render these air 
bases valueless to the Japanese. But 
the total number of raids is con­ 
siderable and many months of tim* 
have elapsed. 


Tile air force ac I loo I of thought 
can point proudly to the capture 
of the small islands off the coast 
of Sicily as the first time Islands 
have been compelled to surrender 
bv air power, but it will be recalled 
that tile British were forced to 
evacuate small island* in the Eng­ 
lish channel also because of Nazi 


e**l Milton 


air attack. It is questionable whether 
the situation with respect to small 
islands can be compared with the 
objectives on continental Europe 
Air power is looked upon by high 
military experts as having been too 
long neglected but, on the other 
hand, It would be a grave mistake 
if the public expectation of a war 
that can be won by air power alone 
were to be permitted to intensify. 
Our best military tacticians do not 
believe air power alone can win. 
There is some evidence that the 
British prime minister has become 
an air enthusiast, since he has 
said that he believes air poyer 
should be given a chance to demon­ 
strate what it can do. provided 
other measures are not excluded. 


Question of Time 


The big question is how long 
shall the world wait for air power 
to prove or disprove the thesis that 
it can force the enemy to the point 
where a land invasion will mean an 
easy conquest for surface vessels 
and troops The airmen constantly 
answer 
most 
criticisms 
by 
the 
statement that they never have had 
enough planes or men to do the 
necessary Job. They are being given 
vast numbers of planes and unpre­ 
cedented amounts of fuel and sup­ 
plies. The airmen do not predict 
when they can finish their demon­ 
stration. 
If there is no invasion of the 
continent this summer by Allied 
forces—and landing on Sicily and 
Sardinia and Crete are not, of 
course, considered invasion cam­ 
paigns in the same sense as an ex­ 
tensive land front— It is quite 
possible that the air campaign will 
not have finished by the middle of 
1944 
It may be. of course, good 
strategy to wait till next summer 
for the real invasion. But the re­ 
sponsibility for the postponement 
will rest on the advocates of Riving 
air power a chance to win the war. 
Again there is every hope that 
the airmen will be proved right, 
but it certainly doesn't mean an 
end to the war this year, and per­ 
haps not next year either, judging 
by the length of time ah- power 
takes to get its necessary bases and 
supplies.

They do not point to 
any provisions of the bill. to justify 
such conclusions. 
The bul does not prevent strikes. 
It is not a permanent bdl. 
The 
machinery which It hands the pres­ 
ident would be dismantled auto­ 
matically six months after the war 
is ended. 


Corporations Included 


Every rule and regulation it pro­ 
poses would then end excepting 
perhaps the one denying unions the 
right to make presidential and con­ 
gressional campaign contributions. 
But this possibly permanent pro­ 
vision also directs ihat no bank or 
corporation make any contribution 
to any political campaign, even the 
state and local election disputes to 
which the labor unions could con­ 
tinue to contribute. 
This new Smith-ConnaUy effort 
to hinder strikes would not be ap­ 
plicable, 
furthermore, 
unless 
the 
president, the Labor Conciliation 
Service, or the War Labor Board 
found that the war effort was being 
seriously impeded. 
It is further 
restricted to essential war manu­ 
facturing 
In such plants the labor 
leaders would be required to notify 
the War Labor Board of impending 
labor difficulties, or the conciliation 
service would notify the board of 
a 
threatened 
strike. 
On . the 
thirtieth day thereafter, the work­ 
e r of the plant would hold a secret 
election on whether or not they 
would strike. 
If they voted to 
strike, they could. 


Wage Boosts Possible 


Beyond this rn vital cases, tile 
president could stop a strike by 
taking over the plant, but even 
then the workers could get a wage 
increase or other new privileges out 
of the War Labor Board. 
If the 
president takes over the plant, the 
labor leaders <no individual) would 
then be prevented from promoting 
a strike under penalty of a $5,000 
fine or two years imprisonment. 
Briefly, that is all there is to it. 
The bill is moderate in tone and. in 
one place, even 
admonishes the 
board “to be fair to both the em­ 
ployer and the employee ’* Obvious­ 
ly, no one can get much "fascism." 
"cripple the war," ar "breakdown 
of workers' morale’ out of the 
provisions of the legislation. 
Why then are Murray and Green 
so excited?
